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Magnificent, indeed, is the display 
of chuparosa at this tim e. 
Never 
have 1 seen a more prolific or beau­ 
tiful decorating of the gray-green 
stems w ith scarlet blossoms. If you 
are inclined to hike, follow the low ­ 
er trail along Tahquitz Creek to find 
the chuparosa bushes. They are ev­ 
eryw here and it is impossible 
to 
miss them. 
If you do 
not 
walk, 
drive out the Palm Canyon road to 
just beyond the toll gate. Don't for­ 
get to take the color film for this is 
an opportunity to photograph this 
desert shrub in its dress-up clothes. 
Possibly you will be able to find a 
small bush through which the wild 
heliotrope plants have grown, m in ­ 
gling their heliotrope-colored blos­ 
soms w ith the scarlet of the chupar­ 
osa. 
The Englem ann cactus is begin­ 
ning to blossom. 
We found 
one 
plant, along Tahquitz Creek, 
w ith 
three blossoms and a num ber 
of 
buds. 
This cactus, w hen in flower, 
makes another excellent subject for 
color photography. 
Beaverlail cactus plants are cov­ 
ered w ith buds and it w ill only be 
a few days now until they will be 
in blossom. It, loo, is another color- 
film subject. 
You will have better 
success w ith your color pictures if 
you avoid the m id-day sun. 
Palm Springs section failed to re ­ 
ceive that one additional rain nec­ 
essary for mass displays of verbena 
but you can find lim ited areas in 
the sand dunes near Indio w here

Acting under orders from the State Division of im m igration and 
Housing. Officers Joe Omlin and Joe Welmas of lhe Palm Springs po­ 
lice departm ent, Tuesday, March 21. served 17 abatem ent notices for 
violations of the Stale Housing Act on the local reservation. 
Those 
served were given from five to ten days to abate the nuisance, depend­ 
ing upon the extent of the violation. 
------------------------------------------------------- Tuesday’s m ove came as the re­ 
sult of a survey made on the reser­ 
vation recently by F. J. Rugg of the 
State Division of Im m igration and 
H. H. Quackenbush, special officer 
in charge of the Agua C aliente In ­ 
dian reservation. They found many 
violations of the State Housing Act 
such as various buildings being "in 
a general 
dilapidated, 
unsanitary 
condition and unfit for hum an habi­ 
tation." In other cases "walls, floors, 
partitions, doors, windows, screens, 
and 
roof — broken, decayed and 
dirty" was reported. 
Also unsani­ 
tary privies w ere found. 
Papers served this week contain­ 
ed such orders as 
the 
following: 
"thoroughly clean premises and dis­ 
pose of garbage” ; "demolish unsani­ 
tary privy and fill vault w ith earth, j 
replace with sanitary toilet." In oth ­ 
er cases orders w ere issued for the 
occupants to vacate and the building 
to be demolished. 
In those cases where the 
occu­ 
pants were ordered to vacate ten 
days was given as the tim e limit. 
Five days was given in cases where 
privies were ordered destroyed and 
sanitary toilets installed. 
These orders came from the State 
Division of Im m igration and Hous­ 
ing, but the papers had to be served 
by some local agency with jurisdic­ 
tion.

life helps to build resistance to colds and tuberculosis. The proper growth 
of nerve Cells, poise and coordination of mind and muscle are other divi­ 
dends of health from the playground. 
The tragic loss of life by autom obiles has enhanced the value of 
playgrounds as havens of child safety. The National Conference on Street 
and Highway Safety, called by President Hoover in 1929. m ade the fol­ 
lowing recom m endation touching on this subject: 
“A dequate playgrounds throughout the com m unity should be 
provided and particularly there should be a playground for every 
school as a safety m easure to ' eep the children off the street. 
Play activities are fertile soil for influencing children’s m oral atti­ 
tudes and habits. Play reaches the inmost emotions of the child’s nature, 
frequently involving a total enlistm ent of his interests and powers. Here­ 
in is the rem arkable opportunity of the adult leader, for the child's emo­ 
tions are the generative force behind his behavior. 
In the activities of 
play are situations involving rivalry, risk, sense of fairness, self-assertion, 
cooperation, sacrifice and loyalty. 
On such foundations the leader can 
help the child to develop the habits and attitudes reflected in good char­ 
acter and good citizenship. 
The leader’s influence is exerted through his

Early Days 
Mr. Hicks told of the early days 
of water development in this vicin­ 
ity. 
"Water is a funny thing," said 
the speaker, "When you think you 
have it. you haven't.” 
He told of 
how in the year 1915 he filed on 35 
inches of water in Mission creek 
near the present T-Cross-K Ranch. 
At that time he had a fine stream 
of water, but by 1917 the creek be­ 
gan to dry up. 
In a few years his 
water had disappeared 
altogether. 
That was his first experience with 
water, he said. 
Local Streams 
The speaker discussed the various 
streams in this vicinity. 
Palm Can­ 
yon. he said, has never really been 
filed on. At many times of the year 
the water is too brakish for dom es­ 
tic use. 
The Coachella Valley Irri­ 
gation district alone has a filing in 
Palm Canyon, he stated. 
Murray Canyon has very little w a­ 
ter in it. Mr. Hicks stated. 
Andreas Canyon belongs to 
the 
Agua Caliente Indians and has 
a 
minimum flow of 60 inches at all 
times, the speaker said. 
The first 40 inches of water in the 
stream in Tahquitz Canyon belongs 
to the Indians, Mr. Hicks stated, and 
the second 40 inches belongs to local 
"white" interests. 
The remainder is 
divided equally between the Indians 
and the “whites." 
The Palm Springs Water Company 
has the only filing on Chino Can­ 
yon. This filing calls for an amount 
up to 80 inches, said Mr. Hicks. Very 
seldom is there an 80-inch flow in 
this stream, but there is never less 
than 25 inches at the new intake 
further up the canyon, he continued. 
In Falls creek, near Snow creek, 
the Palm Springs Water 
Company 
also has a filing. The company does 
not take water from Falls creek, but 
contemplates doing so in the near 
future, according to Mr. Hicks. 
Mr. Hicks termed Snow creek "the 
best stream in this desert country.” 
, The Southern Pacific has the first 
i water right there of 100 inches. The 
| Palm Springs Water Company has a 
■ filing of 75 inches in Snow creek 
I and has been using this water since 
May. 1935. 
There are also 
some 
riparian rights on the stream, he con­ 
tinued, and yet there is still more 
water in Snow creek. 
Much Fighting 
In discussing the W hitewater river 
the speaker said, “There has 
been 
much fighting over the water in this 
river, more than over 
any 
other 
stream in this vicinity.” The W hite­ 
water Ranch has a filing of 150 inch­ 
es on the creek and has been using 
this water since 1856. The next w a­ 
ter right on the Whitewater is that of 
Nellie N. Coffman et al for 90 inches, 
which has been used since 1884. 
Then there is also the 
Warner 
right of 65 inches and the 
P. 
T. 
Stevens water right of 500 inches, he 
concluded. This P. T. Stevens filing 
was made in 1913 and has been used 
at Palm Springs ever since that date. 
State Owns Water 
"Water 
really 
belongs 
to 
the 
statq,” said the speaker. 
A person 
or persons can only hold a filing as 
long as he puts the water to a worth­ 
while use, he revealed. 
A miners inch of water in South­ 
ern California, the type of measure­ 
ment referred to many times in this 
speech, is nine gallons of water per 
minute continuous flow, explained 
Mr. Hicks. 
Mr. Hicks discussed Palm Springs' 
fight with the Coachella Valley over 
the water in this vicinity. 
He told 
of how over a period of time Coa­ 
chella Valley has filed on the water 
around Palm Springs. 
Good Supply 
Palm Springs Water Company has 
filings on 97 inches of water. 
Mr. 
Hicks revealed. 
On more than one 
occasion this year the city has used 
in excess of 100 inches for periods 
of longer than a week in duration. 
A hundred inches of water could be 
used in spite of the 97 inches filed on 
by the city because there was more 
water in the local streams at these 
particular times than has been filed 
on, he explained. 
By drilling wells, Palm 
Springs 
can develop sufficient water to sup­ 
port a very much larger town than 
it now is, opined the speaker in con­ 
clusion.
